GENERAL PERSHING. 

At the furious peak of its Christmas drive St. 
Lotis Will gladly turn aside from its engrossing 
festivel preparation to welcome the leader of the 
greatest armies America ever sent into battle— 
Gen. Jobn J. Pershing. 

When the President’s selection was announced, 


| back in the remote spring of 1917, the best the people 


hope for was that Pershing might in some degree 

_ measure up to the herculean task assigned to him. As 
| regards fitness for the sttipendous work he had been 
called upon to. perform—the work before which the 
military genius of Europe had struggled vainly for 
almost three baffling -years—nothing definite was 
known of Pershing, nor could anything conclusive 
be known of any American officer. It was a terrible 
fourth dimension for which no American had been 
| trained. 
| What was done is now history. How it was done 
| has been told, and will continue to be told, by mul- 
'titudinous pens. Military experts and men skilled 
|in, the art of character depiction have spread their 
| findings over pages of endless analyses and flaming 
‘enthusiasm. But the best revelation of Pershing’s 
ex egea has been written by Pershing himself. 

His report to the War Department as commander 
of the. American expeditionary forces, which was 
published in the Post-Dispatch last Sunday, is a his- 
toric document. An outstanding feature is its com- 
| plete freedom from any taint of braggadocio, and, 
| what ' is equally praiseworthy, its freedom from any 
It is the candid story of a 
great work, magnificently done, a story which Amer- 
icans read with pride today and will read with pride 
tomorrow and tomorrow and tomorrow. 

A fine touch in that story is the explanation as to 
why, in the supreme offensive, ‘Pershing chose in- 
| comparably the hardest theater.in that whole blazing 
He did it 
because the American armies were the only armies 
That terrain, 
hideously difficult by nature, had been reinforced and 
fortified and perfected into a death trap of impreg- 
nability. The technical superiority of our allies may 
be conceded. In the pitiless school. they had learned 
how to dodge death, how to operate on: schedule, to 
stop when the objective had been attained and con- 
serve themselves for the next exaction. But all this 
learning, acquired at an awful tuition, had dulled 
the glow and blunted the edge and sapped the stam- 
ina. Here was a job for that soldier whom free peo- 
ple treasure in thein hearts; whom we idolize, as 
Ruskin explained it, ‘“‘not* because he goes forth to 
slay, but because he goes forth to be slain.” That 
was the‘glorious imponderable upon which Pershing 
based his confidence in the capacity and genius of 
the American soldier to do the impossible. 

And that vindication of the American command- 
er's judgment in the closing scenes of the war brings 
to the forefront his original decision, namely, to 
crganize an American army, of defined national iden- 
tity, which would be led by American officers and 
fight under the American flag. Tremendous pres- 
sure was brought upon Pershing to alter that plan. 
The whole allied command was against him. Alone 
in numerous conferences, at times when the fortunes 
of the allies were the blackest and the need of man 
power was beyond words, the brigading of American 


troops with the allies was urged not only as the tac- 
tical thing, but as the imperative necessity. But 
Pershing was adamant. He saw the struggle in its 
completeness. He knew what had to be done and 
how to do it. “Do not forget,” he remarked on a 
desperate occasion, when even the fall of Paris 
seemed imminent, “the American army will end this 
war.” 

The prophecy is now written into the record. The 
American army did end the war, under the tireless 
direction and indomitable faith of the gallant soldier 
St. Louis will welcome tomorrow.

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THE RACE FOR THIRTEEN STATES. 

The woman's suffrage amendment was submitted 
at the most unfavorable of all times for prompt rati- 
fication. 

The biennial legislative sessions, which most of the 
states hold in the odd-numbered years had nearly all 
adjourned. The single chance of obtaining the ap- 
proval of the amendment by the requisite 36 states 
in time to permit all nonalien women of the United 
States more than 21 years old to vote at the regular 
and the primary elections of 1920 was:in persuading 
a sufficient number of Governors to call special ses- 
sions. Since Dec. 1 North Dakota, South Dakota 
and Colorado have ratified and the numbér of as- 


‘ 


senting states now stands at 22. Special session calls 
are the objective now, it being taken for granted 
that Legislatures will approve as a matter of course 
if given the opportunity, so when the Oregon Governor 
called a session for Jan. 12, Oregon was enrolled in 
advance as the twenty-third state. However, Nevada, 
Washington, Indiana and Wyoming, where special] 
calls are now being considered, may compete for the 
twenty-third place. 

With only a few weeks now intervening before the 
start of presidential oe the last stage of the 
women’s race against timé may be spirited enough to 


be a feature of 1920 politics. Eleven states, most of 


which have not yet acted, will hold regular sessions ' 
in 1920, but in two the sessions will not begin until 
after May 1. The women cannot afford to lose any of 
the states now counted on, if the 36 are to be obtained 
prior to June 8; the unusually early date for which the 
Republican nominating ‘opatriange? has been set.

“If we take into account the extent of man’s 
mental activity, beyond his cerebral activity, 
the motor habitudes, but not recollections,

“On Oct. 6, 1917, with the offi- 
cial approval and sanction of the 
United States Fuel Administra- 
tion, an agreement (since known 

| as the ‘Washington wage agree- 
ment’) was entered into between 

| the operators and the union min- 
| ers and mine workers of the so- 
| ealled ‘Central competitive  bitu- 
| minous coal fields,” composed of 
Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois, which provided 
for an increase in the production 
of bituminous coal, and an in- 
crease in wages to the miners and 
mine workers from the then ex- 
isting scale of compensation. 

“The agreement contained the 
following clause: 

“‘Subject to the next biennial 
convention of the United Mine 
Workers of America, the mine 
workers’ representatives agree 
that the present contract be ex- 
tended during the continuation of 
the war, and not to exceed two 
years from April 1, 1918.’

Said to Have Told Them President 
Is Utterly Against Reservations 
That Are Part of Treaty.

“WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—In the 
-midst of the Senate’s efforts to find 
a basis of compromise to break the 
deadlock on the peace treaty, Ber- 
|nard M. Baruch appeared at the 
'Capitol today and is said to have 
told Senators that the President is 
absolutely opposed to any plan of 
action except ratification of the 
treaty as it stands. Baruch was at 
the White House during the week 
and had an hour’s conversation with 
the President. He is said to have 
told Senators that Mr. Witson was 
entirely unwilling to accept’ any 
compromis@ or any system of reser- 
vations that become a part * of the 
treaty itself. The definite under- 
standing Baruch gave the Senators 
was that the outlook for any com- 
promise acceptable to the President 
was a forlorn hope. 

“Baruch took luncheon with Sen- 
ators Hale and Kellogg, who have 
been of the near mild reservation 
group, and who have been active in 
seeking to atrange a compromise by 
‘which favorable action on the treaty 
might be obtained. Later, Baruch 
conferred with a number of other

LUMBER MARKET IN 
PANICKY’ CONDITION 


Use of Brick, Cement, Tile and 
Stone in Construction Likely 
to Increase in 1920. 


Conditions in the lumber market, 
says the American Contractor of 
Chicago, can be described by no 
word other than “panicky.” Fol- 
lowing price advances recorded last 
week, fir lumber jumped an average 
'of $2 per 1000 feet and southern 
| pine prices are, on an average, $5 
| per 1000 feet higher than last week. 
| Mills in the Pacific coast territory

‘to where the price limit will be. 
| Conditions fully justify the § ex-

|'materials, the demand for both be- 
ing in excess of the supply. This 
keen competition makes impossible 
recessions in prices for materials 
and labor. While there has been no 
official suggestion on the subject, it 
will not be surprising if the Federal 
Government, as well as that of some 
of the states, indefinitely defers the 
erection of buildings and the repair 
of old, not so much because of pres- 
ent construction costs as on account 
of the desire to avoid the absorp- 
tion of labor and materials in Gov- 
ernment work when these are so 
needed for private housing 
'projects and industrial buildings. 

With the announcement of the 
agreement between the employing 
an@ labor interests in the building 
trades in New York City, there has 
been a marked improvement in the 
| morale of the construction industry. 
Some observers believe that 1920

Dr. Kellogg is 
also the author of “Autointoxication,” “The 
Hinerary of a Breakfast” and “A Thousand 
Mealth Questions Answered.” 

One of the most arresting features of Finck’s 
review is his emphatic recantation of “Fletch- 
erism.” The writer himself was formerly an 
ardent advocate of thoroughly chewing and 


he niaintains that he nearly paid for the error 
with his life. He does not hesitate to affirm 
that Horace Fletcher, who died a few months ago, killed 
himself by practicing his own theories. 

By insisting on the importance of “mouth work,” 
gays Finck, Horace Fletcher accomplished much good, 
“but on the whole he probably did much more harm 
because of one detail of his doctrine: the direction 
that we should not swallow any food which cannot be 
reduced to liquid in the mouth. That was a blunder— 
@ suicidal blunder. It killed him and it Mlied many of 
his disciples.” 

Dr. Kellogg tried, but too late, to save Fietcher 
from the consequences of that grievous error in his 
doctrine in relation to the insoluble character of food- 
stuffs, and adds: “This was really the fata) mistake 
of his work. and wrecked his campaign.” Dr. Kellogg 
then proceeds with the following interesting anecdote: 

“William James, a little time before he died, said 
te a friend of mine: ‘I tried Fletcherizing for three 
months. I had to give it up; it nearly killed me.’ It 
killed his son-in-law, Dr. von Solleren, and doubtless 
shortened Mr. Fletcher’s life by many years. Frequent 
and thorough bowel action (which Fletcher had de- 
liberately and emphatically opposed) is more impor- 
tant than thorough chewing.” 

“When I. indorsed most of Fletcher’s teachings in 
my book on ‘Food and Flavor,.’” continues Finck, 
who is in his sixty-sixth year, “I little suspected on 
what dangerous ground I was treading. If I misled 
and harmed any of my readers I am very sorry, but I 
nearly paid for the crime with my life. By stubbornly 
rejecting all food which’ could not be reduced to a 
liquid in the mouth, I dug my own grave, slowly but 
surely. and had 1 not providentially come across Dr. 
Kelloge’s ereat book I shonld now perhaps be repos- 
ing peacefnuily in a secluded cemetery. 

“I, too, had fondly hoped I had helped to solve the 
problem of longevity by dwelling in my book on the 
tremendous importance of enjoying the flavors of food 
(because they cause a free flow of all the digestive 
juices) and by indicating a simple method—which 
doesn’t cost a cent—of doubling and trebling the 
health-giving pleasures of the table; but my appear- 
ance Was the poorest sort of an advertisement for my 
book. I became painfully emaciated; my complexion 
was sallow, my heart irregular; I dreaded to eat, to 
work, to travel, to go to a concert or opera; often I 
lay awake all night, wondering why. It was one 
d-——d thing after another, and I feared the future. 
My friends could see death painted in my face, and 
so could I when I looked in the mirror. 

“That was 10 months ago. Today I am as healthy 
as a mountain trout, as happy as a skylark. I gained 
1f pounds in 16 weeks, and now I sleep eight or nine 
hours without a break, eat anything I please, work 


with zest, long for a trip around the world, and make. 
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One theory of those who oppose Fletcherism, which is merely the 
chewing of all solid food until it is reduced to a liquid befote be- 
ing swallowed, is briefly this: That nature provides tke digestive 
apparatus with ample muscles to do a certain amount of work; 
that if these muscles are given no labor to perform they gradually 
dwindle in power until they cease to have any; and that in this slow

an infernal nuisance of myself by telling everybody 1 
know—men, women and children—about the hygienic 
methods which have, in these few months, made me 
look and feel 20 years younger, while reveling day 
and night in the exhilarating, voluptuous process of 
rejuvenation.” 

In order to understand why Fletcherizing is so dead- 
ly an error, and why “roughage” like bran and agar- 
agar is indispensable to healthful processes of diges- 
tion, it is necessary to examine Dr. Kellogg’s discov- 
eries and theories. When Seneca wrote, nearly 2000 
years ago, that “man does not die, he kills himself,’ 
he seems to havé had a presentiment of the modern 
doctrine of autointoxication, which means nothing 
more or less than slow self-poisoning. 

To Dr. Bouchard, the famous French physician, says 
Finck, belongs the honor of first showing that many 
of the ills we are heir to come from the absorption 
of poisonous matter in the intestines. Ruger found 
that of the 160 different species of bacteria living in 
the alimentary canal of man more than one-third yield 
poisons, some of which resemble the venom of snakes, 
and many of which are capable of producing the most 
distressing symptoms. It makes one sick merely to 
pronounce the name of some of these miserable micro- 
scopic imps—for instance, parahydroxylphenilethy- 
lamine. : 

The decaying food in the colon harbors not only 
billions but trillions of these bacteria. Is it any won- 
der that the large intestine becomes, if neglected or 
maltreated—as it is by nine persons out of 10—‘a 
veritable Pandora’s box of disease and degeneracy’’? 

The idiotic notion that such things should not be 
discussed in newspapers is a form of imbecility which 
has wrecked millions of lives—millions is the word— 
especially among English-speaking peoples. 

When the food we eat or drink leaves the stomach 
through the pylorus gate, it enters the small intestine, 
which, measuring about 23 feet in length, is provided 
with millions of villi, which absorb the liquefied food, 
just as the million rootlets of a tree absorb the 
moisture from the soil. 

At the lower end of the small intestine where it 
joins the colon, or large intestine, there is another 
gate, called the colon gate, or iliocecal valve. This 
valve, of which not one person in a thousand even 
knows the name, is the most important anatomical 
structure in the whole human body; so much so that 
to say “How's your iliocecal valve?” is tantamount 
to asking, “How’s your health?” 

Why? Because as long as this muscular valve is in 
nvder the poisonous contents of the colon cannot pass 
Back into the small intestine, to be absorbed there by 
the million rootlets just referred to and carried with 
the blood throughout the body, poisoning every organ. 
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“It seems probable,’ says Dr. Kelloze, 
“that in practically all cases of intense in- 
testinal toxemia the iliocecal valve is incom- 
petent.” His pamphlets on this valve are 
epoch-making contributions to surgical and 
hygienic literature. 

The colon itself, fortunately, has, normally, 
few absorbent villi. As long as the mucous 
membrane which forms its inside lining is 
sound no special harm results from intestinal 
Stagnation (constipation), and that is why 
not a few young and healthy persons seem 
to suffer no ills from it. But in course of 
time, in most persons, such stagnation and 
hardening irritate the mucous . membrane, 
producing congestion and inflammation (co- 
litis). Then the mischief begins. The poison- 
ous bacteria are absorbed and carried to all 
parts of the body; and thus the colon becomes 
a “breeding space of miseries and maladies 
too numerous to mention.” 


What are some of the diseases resulting 
from a crippled iliocecal valve, or from the 
catarrhal irritation and congestion of the mu- 
:ous membrattie of the colon, known as co- 
litis, and causing autointoxication? 


The Royal Society of Medicine of Great 
Britain some years ago devoted several of its 
sessions to a discussion of the effects on the 
human body of the poisons generated in the 
colon. Some 60 of the leading physicians and 
professors took part in this symposium, and 
Dr. Kellogg, in his book on “Autointoxica- 
tion, devotes a whole chapter of 28 pages to 
their conclusions by way of fortifving his own 
position. 

An earlier book on this subject, entitled “In- 
testinal Autointoxication,” was written by 
Dr. Combe, the physician in charge of a great 
Swiss hospital at Lausanne, to which thou- 
sands of invalids from al) parts of the world 
resorted for successful treatment. Among the 
diseases and symptoms caused by autoifi- 
toxication he found degeneration of blood 
vessels and rise of blood pressure; constant 
weariness; rheumatoid arthritis and other 
joint symptoms; hives -and other skin troubles: 
extreme emaciation; myocardial weakness, dilita- 
tion and other heart troubles: the most fatal type 
of summer diarrhoea in children; irritability; pervert- 
ed moral feelings; attacks of melancholia and even 
insanity; foul breath, gout, rheumatism; tetany: 
crippling arthritis; wasting of the muscles: diseases 
peculiar to women; headache, epilepsy, goitre, enlarged 
@lands, pyorrhea, asthma, baldness, various diseases 
of the eyes and ears, ete. 

Metchnikoff summed up the whole matter in this 
sentence: “The micro-organisms inhabiting our bodies 
have set going there a poison factory which shortens 
our existence and, by secreting poisons which pene- 
trate all our tissues, injures our most precious organs, 
our arteries, brain, liver and kidneys.” 

Fortunately, this automtoxication can be cured in 
practically all cases, declares the writer, often with 
astohishing rapidity. 

There are four ways of thwarting the designs of 
the poison brigades, which are named in the order of 
their excellence: Cutting out the colon, bullying it 
with drugs, changing the intestinal flora and accelerat- 
ing the food movements. 3 


Metchnikoff, after years of special study of the harm 
done in the colon, came to the conclusion that it was 
useless anyway, and might as well be cut out: and the 
great English surgeon, Sir W. Arbuthnot Lane, per- 
formed the operation of short-circuiting in a number of 
cases. Apparent benefit resulted at first, but it did 
not last a year, and this operation has therefore fallen 
into disfavor among the best surgeons. 


The same fate awaits the habit of using castor oil. 
rhubarb, senna, calomel, cascara and other irritating 
drugs, on which doctors and patients have been relying 
for centuries. These drugs (cascara is the least. castor 
oil the most, objectionable of them) have doubtless 
saved countless lives and will, of course, continue 1 
be resorted to in emergencies. What cannot be tus 
strongly condemned is their frequent use. “Laxativ« 
drugs sooner or later produce colitis and spastie con- 
ditions that leave the patient worse than in the be- 
ginning,” says Dr. Kellogg; and this reflects the 
consensus of the best medical opinion of the day. 

Why whip a horse and apply the cruel spur when 
he can be made to do better work by gentler methods 
of persuasion? 

Changing the intestinal] flora is one of these gentler 
methods. In Gladstone’s day everybody spoke of “Bu!- 
garian atrocities,” and there have been plenty of them 
in the last few years. But there is also a benevolent 
side to the Bulgarians, for they supplied Metchnikoftf 
with a hint for combating the conditions in the coion

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which cause premature old age. ; 

He noticed that they drank a great deal of sour milk 
and that many of them lived more than a hundred 
years. In their milk he found a bacillus which is vio- 
lently hostile to the colon bacilli of putrefaction; with 
this he soured the milk he daily drank. Unfortunately, 
this bacillus is usually digested and absorbed before 
it reaches its “colonial” destination. It has therefore 
bcen combined with other bacilli, which help to keep it 
alive, and in this combination millions have used it in 
various commercial forms. But, on the whole, Metch- 
nikoffs method proved a disappointment, “it was bene- 
ficial, but rarely a complete success.” 

The fashionable grape cures and other fruit cures, 
which have made the fame and fortune of so many 
European resorts, owe their efficacy chiefly to the 
change they bring about in the intestinal flora, sub- 
stituting benevolent bacilli for those which breed dis- 
ease and hasten senility. At Vichy a carrot cure has 
been similarly used, this vegetable being served with 
every meal. Potatoes and dates have also been found 
particularly antitoxic. 

The fourth and most effective method, as well as the 
simplest, of combating involuntary suicide by poison- 
ing is the rapid transit way.

and his book attests the truth of this remark. It is 
thoroughly up to date, it contains much information 
obtainable only in a thoroughly equipped sanitarium 
with thonsands of patients; and much of this informa- 
tion is new and invaluable even to expert physicians — 
excepting, of course, those who prefer to profit by the 
fact that the colon is the doctor's best friend. These 
will abuse the new therapy and continue to prescribe 
castor oil and irritating drugs in; place of the new 
lubricants and bulk foods, which substitute prevention 
for cure. 

If Sir Arbuthnot Lane failed to benefit mankind by 
his surgical short-cirvuiting, he atoned for that mistake 
a thousand times by being the first to recommend the 
practice of intestina) !ubrication, which practically does 
away with the need of surgical operations even in the 
worst cases of obstruction and autointoxication.

He 
is in affluent circumstances and stories coming from 
the cotton centers tell of investments in automobiles, 
player pianos, graphophones with plenty of records 
and wearing apparel of style and quality. 

St. Louis traveling men who make the towns, big 
and little, in the cotton districts ail tell of the splendid 
condition of trade and the ease they had in selling 
big bills for next spring’s business. Not only this, 
but the extra orders for the Christmas season broke 
all records not only in the prices represented, but .in 
the high «standard of the goods sought by the mer- 
ehants in these places. From such important cotton 
distributing points as Pine Bluff, Morrillton, Newport, 
Conway and Marianna they poured in orders and the 
range ran from automobiles to shoes of the highest 
quality and price. The trade in women’s ready-to- 
wear stocks was also stimulated to proportions here- 
tofore unknown, indicating that wives and daughters 
were to share in the distribution of the cotton profits. 

With cotton ranging all the way from the ordinary 
grade at 40 cents to the long staple at 90 cents per 
pound and the colordd producers taking their part of 
the returns from the sales, it is not to be wondered at 
that they are in the forefront in the line of purchasers 
of luxuries, since the Southern negro, like his brother 
of the North, will spend money veryWreely when good 
fortune places it in his possession. From the reports 
dealing with Arkansas, no such good times have ever 
before existed, not even in the memory of the oldest. 
Negro churches that have been more or less involved 
in financial difficulties are wiping out their debts and 
the various pastors are loud in their professions of 
gratitude to “de Lawd” for giving such substantial 
returns to the various flocks for their season’s ‘‘cot- 
tonin’.”" Colored planters and “sharers” who had be- 
‘ome reconciled to the conclusion that they would 
never get closer to an automobile than to jump aside 
0 avoid being hit by one driven by some white man, 
no longer take such a lugubrious view of life, but have 
been carried away by the craze and are motoring ma- 
jestically into the towns with their families.to do their 
shopping in the general stores. While the first im- 
pulse was to buy second-hand cars, those who had.the 
money did not hesitate to project themselves into the 
market for new machines of reputation and price. 
Salesmen who had player pianos and graphophones 

‘ound very willing ears when they spread their propa- 
ganda among these new prospects, and many large 
shipments have made their way from the St. Louis 
music establishments tO various points in Arkansas 
and other states that are sharing in the good times 
that accompany the recrudescence of King Cotton. 

Some idea of the changed conditions in the Arkan- 
sas situation may be gathered from an incident recent- 
ly recounted in a letter written to a St. Louis wholesale 
house by one of its salesmen covering this field.

While he was selling a bill of goods to a merchant in 
Conway a darkey drove up to the store front with a 
bale of cotton which the merchant quickly purchased.

loaded on his platform as he paid the same man for 


six bales in,the gloomy period of 1914, when the gen- 
eral blockade in the early days of the world war al- 
most wrecked the cotton growers and caused tho 
nation-wide “buy-a-bele-of-cotton” movement. 


Besides the pur hase of automobiles, musical instru- — 


ments and wearing apparel! of distinctive rank, a large 
number of these hoers and pickers have opened sank 
accounts, some of which show substantial balances. 
And some of these depositors are having the [first 
banking experiences of their lives. Those who have 
looked upon the banks with more or less awe, now 
enter their deposits or fill out their checks like they 
have been on terms of intimacy with such practices 
for years. 
number of the colored planters subscribed on the in- 
stallment plan, and when their purchases were com- 
pleted they took advantage of the offer of the banks to 
hold their bonds in the vaults for safekeeping. This 
brought home in a practical way to many of these 
people that the bank was a pretty safe place to keep 
their valuables, and when the high prices for cotton 
came along and they had reserve funds after paying all 
their bills and replenishing their stores, they needed 
little urging to.become regular customers. of the insti- 
tutions housing their bonds. So it came about that 
the financial tnstitutions of the cotton towns entered 
the names of many colored patrons in their ledgers. 

Despite the fondness of Ebenezer and“ ’Rastus to 
spend as freely as they accumulate, there are the 
thrifty exceptional ones who do not proposé to check 
out their deposits to buy everything that might be

illustrated a short time ago in Morrilton, when a mule 
dealer happened along with a drove:of these essential 
One of the buyers was 
a colored farmer who boasted of a big balance in a 
prominent bank. He wanted a pair of mules and was 
told that if he paid cash he could have them for $200 
each, but if he wanted six months, they would cost him 
$250 per head. The purchaser scatched his woolly 
top for awhile and then rendered his decision. He 
bought on time and added: ‘“‘Ah jess nachully hates 
to tap mah balance foh fo hundred dollahs at a crack 
and lose al] dat interess,” whereupon he gave notes for 
the mules and agreed to pay the higher price, when 
he could have saved $100 with a cash transaction! 

Another very black beneficiary of the boom stepped 
into a store at Pine Bluff and paid for a pair of the 
highest priced shoes in the establishment, without ever 
making a comment on the high cost of living. As his 
hat bore markg of time and ill-usage, the clerk sug- 
gested that he ought to have a classy head covering to 
match his shoes, but e customer shook his head. 
“Ah reckon I'll get Fo with the ole one as mah 
Mandy is sot on getting dat big hat wid de osriches on 
and dat’ll cos’ more’n mah shoes.”’ Neckties containing 
a riot of coloring are very popular with the younger 
men who are helping to circulate the cotton largesse, 
and commercial men who supply the dealers tell of 
some startling designs that figure in these demands. 
Then there are the young women who are spending 
money freely on the various formulae offered for cor- 
recting some original mistakes in the hirsute distri- 
bution. Mixtures that remove the kinks and promote 
the growth of flowing locks from an erstwhile woolly 
head, are very popular and the drugstores can hardly 
keep up with the demand. Colored belles are taking 
a deep interest in the matter of self-improvement and 
as the “cotton dollars” come jin, there is a substantial 
outlay for the materials considered necessary to bring 
about such corrections as are considered imperative. 
Since vanity is a human frailty that pushes itself 
pretty much everywhere, the compounders of ‘‘anti- 
kink" and the “Sutherland Siéters’ Secret”’ stand a 
good chance of realizing handsomely on Southland’s 
golden year. 

Better dresses, coats, shoes and all other articles 
of wear are asked by all these young women of color, 
and since they have the price to support their orders 
they are setting a real pace in the land of good yields. 
And many of them read the women’s magazines, espe- 
cially those that carry pictures showing the up-to-date 
modes in all articles of feminine wear. One of these 
young women, whose hands showed that she had done 
her share of hoeing and picking called at a store and 
asked to look at the hats. The dealer showed a color- 
ful creation that in former times would have capti- 
vated any Arkansas damsel of color. She waved it 
aside and muttered something about “puttin dat back 


on de roost,” whereupon she dug out a moving. pic- 
ture publication with views of the leading ladies, 
which, of course, featured their costumes. “You all 


ain't a-gwine to hang no sech thing on mah haid,” 
she announced with decision. ‘“‘Ah wants one of dem 
sassy tuhbans dat dese picsha gals am a-wearin’ in 
dese vamp shows: dey is de lates’ out,’ and she got 
the turban she wanted, which was of the very latest 
style and price.

The artist, for such she is in the truest sense, 
who will undertake this delicate task is Mrs. Amelia Fowler 
of Boston, who, because of her intimate identification with 
flags and patriotism, has come to be known as the modern 
Betsy Ross. 

Flags with Mrs. Fowler have become a life’s study, and 
there are few better authorities on the subject. The tattered 
and frayed banners pendent in cathedrals, pantheons and 
galleries of Europe attracted her strongly, when she was a 
mere girl, and the de“ay evident in these emblems of past 
glory aroused in her the desire to devise a way to save them. 

An inspiration of how this might be done came with a close 
study of the famous Bayeux tapestries, which have existed 
over 1000 years, and the making of which has for centuries 
been almost a lost art. She acquired a knowledge of thes 
technique employed in these masterpieces, and set about 
applying it to the doctoring of ancient flags and standards. 

The process is not one of restoration, but simply a method of preserving a 
flag exactly as it emerged from the fray, or in the condition it happens to be a eee unteer Infantry, carried 
when it comes into the hands of the worker.

Not even in battle-raked Europe was better maferial at hand for work of this ‘ he Civil War 
sort than is to be found in America.

This very flag, it is claimed, was carried by the Union forces which 
marched out Olive street in St. Louis and captured Camp Jackson on 
that fateful day in 1861. But in this victory it received no scars, not 
even g fleck of dust, as the dav was calm and the battle bloodless. 

Truth is the First Infantry Flag is in a remar!able state of preserva- 
tion as contrasted with others of Civil War date, and this is aecounted 
for by the fact that after only three months the regiment was reor- 
ganized into the First Missouri Light Artillery. That organization saw 
fighting enough, having a record: of some 75 battles to its account, but 
the flag borne through these struggles was worn to its staff ere peace 
descended once again upon the land. 


The practice at the commen ement of the Civil War was to present 
its colors to each regiment when it was mustered into service and ready  - 
to march forth.

ONDERS never cease! The land of 
Abraham, Moses and Jacob has laid 
aside its sloth and despite the rav- 
ages of war is preparing to take its 
place among the nations. 

No other land has such compelling 
interest for so many. Jew, Christian 
and Moslem alike have their holy places and an undy- 
{ng love for this little land rooted so deep in history 
and tradition. No other area comprises within such 
boundaries so great a diversity. From the ice-clad 
summits of Hermon to the tropical climate of the 
Arabah, less than a hundred miles away, there is 
prodigal variety and profusion. 

Located where three great land masses meet and 
overlap—Eurasia and Africa—nature from every clime 
has been lavish with Palestine. There are no fewer 
than 113 species of mammals, 348 of birds, 43 of 
fishes and more than 3000 species of plants. From the 
higtoric cedar, of which we hope a few-specimens may 
have escaped Turkish rapacity, down to the hyssop 
that springeth out of the wall, there is profusion and 
variety. It is the land of the fig, the olive and the 
vine. Of these three the olive is chief, marking the 
blazed trail of civilization. The world of Paul was 
the world of the olive. Today the stay of the pilgrim 
ic. still the olive tree. 

Palestine, in fact, is a link in a great highway bind- 
ing East and West. Across the Philistine plain and 
the plain of Sharon this highway goes, through the 
pass at Megiddo behind Mount Carmel, and thence 
north of Lake Galilee east to Carchemish and the 
Euphrates. South, this road leads to Egypt, north and 
west, across Asia Minor to the Greek cities of the 
Aegean. Wonderful highway, this last! Within a 
hundred miles of the Mediterranean the Lebanon 
ridges shoulder the Euphrates back from its westward 
course and start it on its way through Mesopotamia.

With the passing of the Turk, philanthropists hope to 
restore to the Land of Abraham and Moses its ancient 
fertility and contentment — One project includes a 
tunnel from the Mediterranean to the Dead Sea, 
another from Lake Genezareth, so as to provide both 
power and light —- Jerusalem to be preserved +. + 


Westward from the northeastern corner of the Medi- 
terranean three paths find their way to the Orient. 
The northern leads up from Silicia, via the Bogtche 
Pass, reaching an elevation of 3000 feet, thence down 
to Sendjerle and Aleppo. This is the route selected 
by the Germans for their railroad enterprise. South 
via the Beilan Pass, with a maximum elevation of 
2500 feet, was a second way from the coast to Aleppo. 
This was the way of Alexander the Great, and the most 
direct route. In time of war modern high-power guns 
would make transport over this road impossible. Still 
further south, via the gorge of the Orontes River, is 
a third route, very old, rendered more important by 
the presence of Antioch and Selecuia. Via this triple 
highway, over a depression in the great Syrian Moun- 
tains, a spot known as the “Syrian Saddle,” access was 
had at the head of the great fertile crescent, one prong 
of which extended down the valley of the Tigris-Eu- 
phrates, the other skirted the Mediterranean. 

West of the Jordan Valley lies Palestine, the land 
of Biblical tradition, surveying only 6000 square miles, 
about. the size of Massachusetts and less than either 
Vermont or New Hampshire. Here dwell 600,000 
people, hived up in the towns and cities or as nomads 
wandering over the waste. Fabulous as may seem the 
stories told by ancient writers, concerning the dense 
populations of that land, indications point to great 
possibilities. The density of population is today that 
of North Dakota, but the achievements of the German 
farm colonies, the Jewish settlements, and sundry 
agricultural enterprises show the way. The vineyards 
of Palestine are famous for their vintage, garden 
‘“‘sauce” of nearly every kind is raised, and in the way 
of fruit, to mention a single item, 50,000,000 oranges 
was the annual output before the war. 

Climate, soil, nature, are all there. All that is need- 
ec is the care of man. The crying need of the land is 
agricultural education. A few schools, infinite pa-

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tience, reasonable demonstration of what can be done, 
security of land title and safety for life and property 
are necessary for what may easily be a phenomenal 
development. Palestine is a land that waits once 
more for its people. Already speculation is rife, greed 
anticipates progress, and there is need of the iron 
hand of a reasonable agrarian administration. ~ 

Yet life in this land will have its stnuggles. There 
are limitations. The historic Judah, for example, 
after the days of Ezra and Nehemiah, never exceeded 
1500 square miles of arable ground, and of the 6000 
square miles included in the present Palestine, proba- 
bly not more than one-half is easily tillable ground. 
The remains of stone-walled terraces tell the story of 
man’s early struggle with the soil. This gives us the 
key to the way out, nor is it an unique case. In the 
heart of the Andes similar remains occur of the old 
Inca civilization. Here is the key to Judah's hoped- 
for renaissance. Science has rebuilt the road to 
Egypt’s future and harnessed the Euphrates for the 
remaking of Mesopotamia. The plains .of Esdraelon, 
of Sharon and of Philistia will continue to produce 
crops and herds, and even the tumble-down hillsides, 
by process of reconstruction and conservation, may yet 
be restored to fertility. There is the making of a 
great people—not necessarily over rich or mighty—but 
truly great. The fertile plains of the Mississippi Val- 
ley have been lavishly indulgent, but the rocky hill 
farms of New England taught that Puritan folk les- 
sons of thrift and content, which, let us hope, New 
England’s new hybrid population may acquire. Then, 
too, as in New England so in Palestine, the eternal 
weathering and crumbling of the rocks will add to the 
land annual deposit of virgin soil. This is a blessing 
denied to the prairie farmer.
